CHAPTER I. 

OP THE MBKBEHS, AND MANNER OF THEtE ELECTION. 

Suction I. The election of members shall be by ballot, and shall 
form part of the staled business of the meetings on the third Friday 
of January, April, July and October. 

2. A member may, nt any nv.eiing. nominal-? in writing n candidate 
for membership, and the nomination so mad« inny, in like manner, be 
concurred in by other members. The braird of officers and council 
may also nominate candidates for membership; and such nominations 
shall be certified to the Society by miiiuli: iliereuf in writing, attested 
by the clerk of said board. 

3. No person shall be balloltnl for. unlc.-s his i mini nation, with the 
names of the iiiohiLlts pro:.;!'!]];: l.bii, or tb'- niiiinii; of tin board of 
otfl«:.< and council, made as aforesaid, shall have been publicly read 
to the Society at the two strnid m.-o;iriys prtvi ding thai at which the 
balloting takes place. Nor shall any person be deemed duly chosen 
unless three-fourths of the votes given shall be in his favour. 

4. Before entering upon an election for members, one of the secre- 
taries shall read the names of the several candidates; and any member 
may then, for the information of the Society, speak to their character 
and qualifications lor membership. 

5. The names of the candidates and their plaecs of abode shall bo 
designated on the ballot-boxes, and the names of the members qualified 
to vote shall be called by one of (he secretaries. The members as 
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they ore named shall then ballot for the several candidates in succes- 
sion; a white ball h"in^ oori.Yi.-rrd in favour of the candidate. 1 

6. After all the other business of the meeting shall have been dis- 
posed of, the hoses shall be opened and the result of lbs poll declared 
by the presiding member. 

7. The members "re mutually pledged not to mention out of the 
Society the name of any candidate proposed, nor of any withdrawn 
or unsuccessful candidate; and the papers containing the names of the 
unsuccessful candidates shall be destroyed immediately after the elec- 



8. Every member, upon his introduction into the Society, shall be 
presented to the presiding officer, and shall subscribe the laws. 

0. Such members as reside within ten miles of the hall of the 
Society, and such oilier members as desire lo void at the meetings 
and elections, shall pay an admission fee often dollars, and annually 
thereafter, on the first Friday of January, a contribution of five dollars. 
The payment of fifty dollars at one time, by a member not in arrears, 
shall exempt him from nil f.i'ure annual payments. 

10. Members elect, residing within len miles of ihe hall, shall lose 

writing, on or before the second Kin la v in January alter such default, 
thai his rights sis n member m o suspended : rind, in rnse the said arrears, 
together with the conn-; I mi ion due on the lirsl Friday in January afler 
such notice, shall not be paid to the treasurer un or before the said 
last named day, the membership of snob defaulting member sholl be 
forfeited, his name stricken from ihe roll, and reported to the Society 
hy the treasurer. 

11. On the Society being informed of the death of a member, the 
fact shall be entered on ihe records, and a member may be appointed 
to prepare an obituary notice of the deceased. 

12. The obituary notices of members shall he read to the Society, 
and they shall bo hound together whenever they are sufficiently nu-

as they may judge proper.

3. They shall, from time in lime, hi y before the Society such mea- 
sures as in their j-.nk-i ueui. ivill condom to Ihe well-governing and 
ordering of the allhiis "I' Ihe Society, or promote Ihc objects of its 
institution; particnlarly, they shrill rwiiiiiicml subjects for premiums 
to he otfered by the Society, with tiic conditions on which they shall 
be awarded.

Such 
nominal ions shall, as nearly as may be practicable, ho agreed to by 

eicept that no prciious ,mii<-o of any intruded proposal to them for 
their nomination shall he required; and the names of nil persona 
duly nomiualnl by llirm -hall be ivrlified lu the Society by a minute 
thereof, made in writing and attested by their clerk.

officers and council subjects for which new premiums shall be offered 
by Ihe Society. 

7. The president ami si riior secretary of the Society, shall be, ei 
officio, the president and clerk at their meetings; and three of their 
number shall he a quorum. 

8. The c.\ -presidents of tho society shall be members of the board 
of officers and council.

penalty, to return tho same an Injured, wirhin one month thereafter, 
subject to a fine of fifty cenls at every stated meeting that shall occur 
after the limited period before he returns tho book, and a forfeiture of 
double the value of the book, or of the set of which It is one, if not 
returned in six ui^mLs :i:i<:: U;'m\i borrowed. 

4. He shall levy and collect these fines and forfeitures, and pny 
over the moneys thence arising to the treasurer, at the end of his 
official year, in aid of the appropriation for the library. 

5. He shall give notice in the newspapers of tho meetings of the 
Society and of the officers and council, and of all elections, and shall 
make all such publications on .behalf of the Society as are not other- 
wise devolved by law or special order. 

B. He shall, at the beginning of each year, cause tables to be pre- 
pared for the use of tho members, on which shall be noted the days

They shall 
audit and certify all l:ills liir expenses ationiiinf; the publication, lo tha 
treasurer for payment, fix the price of the different numbers, and re- 
ceive subscriptions. They shall furnish the treasurer, immediately 

the subscribers, and Ihe sum due from each, to enable him to collect 
the amount thereof, and shall annually, on the first Friday of Decem- 
ber, make a full report of their doings to the Society. They shall 
have power to call on the librarian for his assistance in the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

4. The commiltco on the hall shall have charge of Ihe real estate 
of the Socimy, Briil si in II tlinvl nil nor.-i-s.a ry repairs. They shall effect 
insurance upon the property of the Society in such amounts as may 
from time to time be directed. 

5. The committee on the library shall confer with and assist tho 
librarian in the disbursement of the annual appropriations for the li- 
brary, and in the disposition and arrangement of the books, charts, ' 
end documents belonging to the Society. 
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6. No committee appointed on any .subject of deliberation shall con- 
sist of less than three members; but any other matter may be com- 
mitted to a single member.
